For as much as the King of Great Britain hath a very 
hearty and affectionate Reſentment of that extraordinary 
Friendihip, which the King of Denmark expreſſed to- 
wards Him while He was in Adverſity , and for which, 
both He and His Kingdoms ſuffered (o much harm and 
miſchief: Therefore the King of Great Britain doth pro- 
miſe, and hereby declare, That He will not onely main- 
tain aninviolable League and fincere Friendſhip with the 
King of Dexmarkatalltimes, and ellcoapictiond Him 
in all Treaties hereafter to be made with any Prince or 
State whatſoever; bat alſo will do what He can to oblige 
them all to perform all Offices of Friendſhip to the King 
of Denmark , as alſo to have a kindneſs and reſped for 
His concernments, Furthermore, If any one ſhall ar 
any time invade, or by any. way of hoſtiliry aſſault the 
ſaid King of Denmark His Hereditary Kingdoms of Dex- 
mark and Norway , or other the Dominions which He 
now poſlſeſſeth, the King of Great Bri#ai ſhall aid and 
aſſiſt the ſaid King of Dexmark not onely with that num- 
ber of Ships, and other helps, whereunto the Crown of 
England by any former Treaties hath eyer been obliged, 
but alſo in the caſe aforeſaid with ſuch extraordinary Aids 
as well of I.and-forces.as Ships of War, as neceffity and 
theStare of the King of Denmarks Atairs ſhall Tous ;

or the Governor of that Place, Port, or Coaſt where 
they arrive, with the cauſe of their coming ; neither 
ſhall he ſtay longer there, then the Chief Magiſtrate or 
Governor will permit, and ſhall neither donorattempt 
any hoſtile actin the Ports whereinto he ſhall repair, nor
